1. EMBASSY INITIATED TALKS WITH ACTING DIRECTOR 
INTERNATIONAL DEPARTMENT AUGUST 27 (LAGOS 8102) 

BUT FMG POSITIONS ON UNGA OF INTEREST TO 

U. S. HAD NOT YET BEEN CONSOLIDATED. HAVE BEEN 
UNABLE HOLD SUBSEQUENT SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSIONS 
OWING TO UNAVAILABILITY OF KEY MEA OFFICIALS 
PRIOR TO (DIRECTOR OF INTERNATIONAL DEPARTMENT) 

AND DURING GOWON VISIT TO PEKING (COMMISSIONER, 
PERMANENT SECRETARY, ASIA DEPARTMENT HEAD, AND 
DIRECTOR OF RESEARCH DEPARTMENT). SINCE GOWON 
ENTOURAGE RETURNING SEPTEMBER 17 OR 18, WE HAVE 
LITTLE CHOICE EXCEPT POSTPONE FURTHER TALKS UNTIL 
THEN. WILL FIRST DEAL WITH CRITICAL KHMER ISSUE, 

BUT PENDING RESULTS THIS DISCUSSION, WE ESTIMATE 
FMG POSITION AS DESCRIBED LAGOS 5179 (JUNE 74), 

3569 (APR. 74), AND 9063 (NOV. 73). 

2. RE KOREA, WISH TO DRAW ATTENTION TO GOWON 
STATEMENT IN PEKING SEPTEMBER 1 1 IN WHICH HE 
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DECLARES FMG SUPPORT FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN 
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TROOPS FROM THAT COUNTRY. FMG POSITION THEREFORE 
APPEARS TO BE DECIDED ON THIS PARTICULAR ISSUE 
AND UNLIKELY TO CHANGE.
